W a s h in g t o n , May 2 8 .—A more hope­ 
ful tone pervades the Sheridan mansion 
to-night and th e attendants and phy­ 
sicians all appear much relieved at the 
Strength and vitality shown 
by 
the 
stricken soldier, and th e determ ination 
exhibited by him to fight off the attack. 
The weather, which has been warm 
* and close 
all 
day, 
has 
changed, 
and 
this evening a cool 
southerly 
breeze enters the sick-cham ber. 
The 
General bas had m ore sleep during 
the evening than at any tim e since the 
attack first began, and it is said to be 
easy and regular and not dne to the ase 
of narcotics. His respiration has improved 
and even his slumber is quite natural. 
H e is is weak and has not left bis bed 
during thedav, but watches closely every 
thing that takes place around him and is 
conscious and rational, except im mediate­ 
ly after oxygen is adm inistered. His mind 
is clear and bright, but th is may be due 
in part to th e oxygen, whieh posee sea ex­ 
hilarating qualities. 
M ilk, beef tea and 
chicken broth are still given him for 
nourishm ent. 
A t about 11 o’clock to-night the Gen­ 
eral awoke and more oxygen was adm in­ 
istered. W hile his contiition is improved 
somewhat, the chances are all still against 
his recovery, and the fact ÍB fully appre­ 
ciated. 
It is impossible to tell when a 
change may occur, and as several days 
elapsed between the early attack* of 
heart failure, there is constant apprehen­ 
sion of a recurrence. T he appearance of 
cedema in the leg has beertjaiike marked, 
and has given rise to t l » f e a r th at it 
m ay have been in p art The cause of 
th e n th e r troubles, the fluid which pro­ 
ducía the swelling, having perhaps gone 
to otner and more vital parts of the body. 
H is system m ight be cleared of this 
fluid by tapping, but recourse has not 
been had to this process, as in the weaken­ 
ed state of the patient it m ight not bave 
a good effect. 
It is thought his heart 
fallare is also complicated with chronic 
trouble of the liver, and that th e ex­ 
istence of cedema is largely due to this 
complaint.

FIFTIETH CONGRESS. 


The Treaty to Be Considered 
With OpeH Doors. 


A L L S E C R E C Y B E M 0 Y E D . 


C hanges In th e E lv e r an d H a rb o r 
B ill—P ro ceed in g s In 
th e Honse.

W a s h in g t o n , May 28.—In the Senate 
to-day, Frye, from the Committee on 
Commerce, reported back the River an d 
Harbor Appropriation bill. The report of 
the committee, he said, could not possi­ 
bly be ready ior thla week. 
The bill, as It came from the Honse, 
carried an aggregate appropriation of 
$19,605,776; as reported (to the Senate 
this morning, it appropriates $21,388,785, 
and increare of $1,783,000. Tfae^principal 
changes as compared with the bill p re­ 
viously reported by th e committee and 
recommitted, are as follows: The laws 
creating a Missouri River Commission 
are repealed; the Arkansas River appro­ 
priation is increased to $175,000; 
the 
Ohio R iver appropriation is not changed; 
the appropriation for th e 
Mississippi 
river atauds a t $2,500 000; the total ap­ 
propriation for the Missouri river is in­ 
creased to $1,100,000. 
Jones, of Arkansas, called attention to 
some rem arks made last week by Sena­ 
tor Stewart, particularly to bis charges 
against the Attorney General in connec­ 
tion with land titles In California and 
the Bell Telephone Company, and ear­ 
nestly defended th e Attorney General. 
Stewart defended his position in refer­ 
ence to private land claim suits in C ali­ 
fornia, and sent to the Clerk’s desk and 
had read a letter to the President from 
Governor W aterm an, of California, bear­ 
ing on the subject, and representing th at 
litigation to settle certain land clafína in 
that State had been going on nearly forty 
years. H e declared that there was no 
outrage in the whole history of California 
equal to that of th e ¿-©opening of such 
litigation. 
The Senate theo went into executive 
session and remained with closed doors 
nmil 6 o’clock; then the doors were re­ 
opened and the 8enate proceeded (still 
in executive session) to vote on th e fol­ 
lowing resolution which was agreed to 
without division: 
Retolted, T hat the injnnction of secrecy 
be removed from all proceedings of the 
8enate in reference to the treaty with 
Great Britain now nnder consideration. 
The Bfnate then adjourned.

O r« pagan frlende, th e Japanese, in 
the reorganisation of their system of 
polity, have followed the plan of the 
Democracy rather than that of Republic­ 
anism. They have been intelligent ob­ 
servers of the rule of the Republican 
party in the past, and on the question of 
tariff have carefully avoided th e grevions 
error of that party in favoring and up­ 
holding taxation for surplus.

onerous measure appears in the govern­ 
mental policy of Japan. The annual 
budget ie estimated upon the simple basie 
of actual expenditures, with a due regard 
to economy. The line is strictly followed 
th at the expenditure is to be kept within 
legitimate limits, so as to preserve the 
equilibrium between the revenue and 
expenditure.

The principal tax 
is upon land, which produces two-thirds 
of the revenue: th e next is on spirits, 
eqnal to one-flflh, and the taxes on soy 
and tobacco come next. The taxes for 
1887 were in the aggregate 65,101,123,000 
yen, of which am ount 2,704,553,000 yen 
were derived from custom s duties. The 
heathen children of the Rising Land of 
the Fun are eonnd on the Democratic 
principle of taxation for revenue only— 
the ouly principle of revenue which is in 
keeping with th e intention of the R e­ 
public. 


Pintura the recent Direct-Tax debate 
not one woid was said about the lax 
method of Republican accounting illus­ 
trated by th e collecting of this tax. 
When the Direct-Tax was levied in 1861 
all of the States except one Western and 
eleven Southern S tates, assumbd their 
quota and paid th e tax. 
Another act 
was passed in 1862 for the collection of 
the tax in th e recalcitrant States and 
Commissioners were appointed to make 
collections. 
In 1868, by act of Con­ 
gress, collections were suspended until 
January 1,1860, since which date collec­ 
tions have not heen resumed. 
The 
Republican party h ad not th e courage to 
repeal the act which for political reasons 
they did not care to enforce aud adopted 
the doubtful expedient of letting the 
whole thing go by default. 
W hether the 
Direct-Tax Commissioners have default­ 
ed, or the Republican Governm ent book 
keepers, is not cle ar; but there is cer­ 
tainly a grave discrepancy between the 
hooks of the First Controller and those of 
the Regi-ter of th e Treasury as to the 
amount of Direct Tax due. 
According to 
the books of the first nam ed official the 
amount due is $2,833,077, while on the 
Hegister’s books th e am ount is $2,617,008, 
a difference of the no inconsiderable sum 
of $215,169. 
Has it gone to swell Hub- 
hell’s assestinent or Dorsey’s soap, or 
has it heen safely invested for the use of 
the Republican party in the coming 
campaign? 


D o w n in the Peninsular State, nnder the 
high license syBtem there, th e saloon­ 
keeper, before b esets np his shop, must 
pay out above $450 to the authorities.

O u r pagan friends, the Japanese, in 
the reorganisation of their system of 
polity, have followed the plan of the 
Democracy rather than that of Republic­ 
anism. They have been intelligent ob­ 
servers of th e rnle of th e Republican 
party in tha past, and on the question of 
tariff have carefully avoided the grerions 
error of th at party in favoring and up­ 
holding taxation for surplus. 
No such 
onerous m easure appears in the govern­ 
m ental policy of Japan. The annual 
budget is estim ated upon th e aimple baeis 
of actual expenditures, with a due regard 
to economy. 
The line is strictly followed 
th at the expenditure is to be kept within 
legitimate limits, so as to preserve the 
equilibrium between the revenue and 
expenditure. 
Tlonce, unless there is

th e 
ordinary 
expenditure 
is m et by the ordinary revenue. The 
treasury departm ent occasionally issnes 
bonds and certificates; but only to meet 
a deficiency occurring within th e year, 
which is not extended over to the next 
year. 
The revenne is alm ost wholly de­ 
rived from taxation. The principal tax 
is upon land, which produces two-thirds 
of the revenne: the next is on spirits, 
equal fo one-flflh, and the taxes on soy 
and tobacco come next. The taxea for 
1887 were in the aggregate 65,101,123,000 
yen, of which am ount 2,704,553,000 yen 
were derived from customs duties. The 
heathen children of the Rising I*and of 
the Hun are sound on the Democratic 
principle of taxation for revenue only— 
the only principle of revenue which is in 
keeping with th e intention of the Re­ 
public. 


D ith ino the recent Direct-Tax debate 
not one woid was said about the lax 
method of Republican accounting illus­ 
trated by the collecting of this tax. 
W hen the Direct-Tax was levied in 1861 
all of the Htates except one Wostern and 
eleven Houtbem Htates, assum td their 
quota and paid the tax. 
Another act 
was p*ssed in 1862 for the collection of 
the tax in the recalcitrant Htates and 
Commissioners were appointed to make 
collections. 
In 1868, by act of Con­ 
gress, collections were suspended until 
January 1, 1869, since which date collec­ 
tions have not been resnmed. 
The 
Republican party had not the courage to 
repeal the act which foi; political reasons 
they did not care to enforce and adopted 
the doubtful expedient of letting the 
whole thing go by default. 
W hether the 
Direct-Tax Commissioners have default­ 
ed, or the Republican Government hook 
keepers, is not clear; but there is cer­ 
tainly a grave discrepancy between the 
hooks of the First Controller and those of 
the Regi-ter of the Treasury as to the 
amount of Direct Tax due. 
According to 
the books of the first nam ed official the 
am ount due is $2,833,077, while on the 
Register’s hooks the am ount is $2,017,003, 
a difference of the no inconsiderable sum 
of $215,160. 
Has it gone to swell Hub- 
hell's assessm ent or Dorsey’s s.>ap, or 
has it been safely invested for the use of 
the Republican party in the coming 
campaign? 


D o w n in the Peninsular State, under the 
high license system there, the saloon­ 
keeper, before he sets up his shop, must 
pay out above $450 to the authorities. 
His application for a license m ust first be 
endorsed hy three hundred citizens and 
printed in the county at hisown expense; 
he then pays $150 to the State, the same 
am ount to the County Treasurer, and a 
like sum to the town in which he car­ 
ries on business.
